Brueckner again indicated that he is anxious to discuss specific ca es, so 
I asked a bit more about Greuther. He is a Lt. in the German Air Corps who was re- 
cruited by. HIS? (presumably the soviet 3 although this point was not pinned down), 
equi ped witn false papers (showing that he was with the Luftwaffe in the last war), 
and supposed to be one of about hO who v.ere to be infiltrated into the new Air 
Corps. Greuther had been formerly eiployed withthe City Administration in 
Coburg. From there he went to Furstenfeldbruclc where, if I understood correctly, 
he worked with the Americans (I assume he was getting training from them)* Some- 
where along theline one ox the documents which he presented to establish his bona 
fides did not hold up, so the police searched his home and found some more false 
documents. This apparently was early this year. Ke fled to -dast Germany (about U 
months ago). Then just before Brueckner t-ok off for the States on 31 &ay, 

Greuther was picked up on the street in kunich (apparently having been told to returr 
to the best)* 

The abare is very roughly the backgroundon the Greuther case. It was relaxed 
in German in an informal manner and may have inaccuracies in it because I aid not 
-understand oach word and was very uncertain of continuity in the story. Hone of the 
above material should be taken as fact as no attempt was made to aslc questions or 
establish exact chronology. Under the circumstances, I did not feel that I & ould 
try to clarify areas in which I was unable to follow the continuity, I will lead 
into this case when is p: esent and I am sure Brueckner will be glad to 

go into detail on iw.
